3. The references listed in the Information Disclosure Statement dated 1/23/01 have 
been considered by the Examiner and is attached to this Office Action. 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AEPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the

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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 1 1, 19, 20, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated byKato (U.S. 6,141,111). 

With respect to claims 1, 5, 7, 8, 19, and 21, Kato discloses a method for processing 
image files comprising detecting a command to perform an initial processing operation (column 
5, lines 50-61); optically scanning (reading) a document (100) to form a document image in 
response to the command (column 5, lines 62-67); analyzing the document image to detect 
control information on the document (column 6, lines 26-34); and if the processing operation is 
detected, performing at least one marked processing operation on the user-selected image file 
(column 6, lines 26-52). 

With respect to claims 2, 3, and 20, Kato discloses sending the image files to a 
compatible system of a recipient (E-mail delivery) (column 5, lines 30-38). 

With regard to claims 4, 6, 9,10, and 11, Kato discloses the document is a combination 
proof and order sheet (100) comprising marking a user designation area of the sheet so as to 
specify the marked processing operation (column 5, lines 30-38).
